She was probably better k nown than 
any other woman engaged with foreign I 
missions u u der tne direction or 
the 
Presby terian cau rch. 
IL r wide ex - 
p3rience in the Cninese 
territory , 
with her broad acq u aintance witb tae 
h tbits of the oriental people, made 
her serv ices 
almost Inv alu able.

gradu ate of theold Woman’s Meaicas 
Collige of Chicago, she was widely 1 
v ersed in the science of medicine

Since 189 8 and prior to the “ box er’ 
insu rrection in China, Miss Chesnu t 
has been in the Uaited States bu t 
once, when she was here two y ears 
ago. On tha t occasion she ex pressed 
a desire to retu rn to her foreign field 
and remain there u ntil her death. 
The meagre details of her death and 
the cau ses tha t led u p to it are oau s- 
lng considerable anx iety among the 
missionary societies aad an effort will 
be made to locate all representativ es 
of the v ariou s religiou s denonomina­ 
tions that are now in China.

is entertained for the safety of Mrs 
Joseph Beech, nee Nell Deck er, of this 
olty as su e is ou t of the mission field 
and in college work ti ere.

recently sent to Japan to inv estigate 
trade co nditio ns, who recently no tified 
the departm ent o f the pro gress which 
American merehauts are making there 
in spite o f many o bstacles, so me o f 
which may be readily remo v ed. 
Baro n Kaneko placed emphasis o n 
the fact that Japan and America netal 
no t be co mpetito rs in any o f the main 
lines o f trade, but might enter upo n 
a recipro cal arrangem ent o f great ad­ 
v antage to each. The o bstacles to which 
the special agent refers are no t due 
to inferio r 
wo rkmanship 
o r higher 
prices, but to co mmercial metho ds dif 
fering fro m tho se emplo yed by the 
German and British firms to secure 
the 
business. 
He 
urges 
American 
ho uses to establish so le agencies in the 
principal Japanese 
to wns 
and deal 
thro ugh them exclusiv ely instead o f 
picking up a custo mer here and there 
by co rrespo ndence. 
The seeming ad­ 
v antage in getting fo reign buyers to 
deal direct with the ho me o ffice is en­ 
tirely lo st, he say s, by reaso n o f chang 
ing prices there, due to fo reign co mpe­ 
tition, and more especially by a dispo­ 
sition o n the part o f so me consumers 
to change their minds abo ut a purchase 
after they hav e sent the o rder. 
Orientals like to see the go o ds fo r 
which they are co ntracting and take 
them at o nce if suited. They do no t 
want to o rder o ne day and hav e to 
wait two o r three mo uths fo r a deliv ­ 
ery. They may spend their mo ney in 
so me o ther way in the meantime, o r 
they may see elsewhere so mething they 
like better. In ine latter case they are 
apt to take the article in sight and 
care no thing fo r the co ntract already 
made. This is where the so le agent 
co mes in to the adv antage o f American 
firms. If the go o ds o rdered o n co ntract 
are no t accepted it is ju st as likely 
they can be so ld to ano ther buyer in a 
sho rt time. 
Ano ther adv antage o f hav ing an 
agent o n the gro und is the frequent ne­ 
cessity fo r arranging a co mpro mise in 
o rder to keep the trade fro m falling in­ 
to the hands o f o ther co mpetito rs. 
These bro kers will arrange term s to 
suit the purchaser, who co mes to an 
agreem ent because he is aw are there 
are no o ther bro kers o f the same firm 
in his to wn and that to get that partic­ 
ular make o f go o ds o r machines he 
must make his arrangem ents right 
there. 
An instance is cited by the 
agent where an American firm did no t 
ado pt the sò ie agency plan and fo und, 
to its surprise, that two Americans 
were fighting o ne ano ther instead o f 
presenting a united fro nt to co mpeti 
to rs o f o ther natio ns. The fact that 
bo th men were trying to sell the same 
American go o ds made the example all 
the mo re remarkable, since it sho wed a 
willingness to sacrifice the market in 
the effo rt to land an indiv idual co m­ 
missio n. 
Business in Japan has a so cial side, 
which is relied upo n stro ngly by bro ­ 
kers o f tho se natio nalities. They inv a­ 
riably hav e a tearo o m, where they talk 
sho p with intending purchasers and 
no t o nly adv ance their o wn wares, but 
casually interv iew their guest as to 
what o ther bro kers are o ffering to do 
fo r him in the way o f prices and ac­ 
co mmo dating payments. Reaching the 
nativ e thus o v er the teacups, the agent 
learns o f suppo sed defects in his go o ds, 
o r if he finds the buyer has go o d ideas 
fo r impro v ing the line the suggestio ns 
are pro mptly dispatched to the facto ry 
and the go o ds changed to suit the new 
demands. 
The po int o f chief impo rtance, ho w­ 
ev er, is the assurance that the field is 
o pen to the wo rld and that American 
firms can gain a great part o f the mar­ 
ket if they study the situatio n and do 
w hat their riv als are so ready to do to 
win Japan’s trade. 
With the end o f 
the war Japanese lo o k again to the 
greatest co mfo rts o f life and will sup­ 
ply 
themselv es 
with 
such 
fo reign 
go o ds as catch their fancy and seem 
adaptable to their needs. WThen go o ds 
are wanted quickly American firms 
usually o utstrip their co mpetito rs. At 
Ko be the impo rts fro m the United 
States in the first sev en mo nths in 
1905 reached a to tal o f abo ut $20,000,- 
000. 
The current 
year’s 
reco rd is 
abo ut $5.000,000 ahead o f British im­ 
po rts iu the same perio d. 
Ko be is the 
industrial gateway o f Japan, thro ugh 
which are receiv ed and distributed the 
bulk o f her impo rts. 
The best co mment o n the o ppo rtuni 
ties iu Manchuria fo r American go o ds 
is that many o f these merchants make 
a specialty o f imitatio ns o f American 
go o ds o f high reputatio n o ffered under 
false trademarks. 
To o v erco me this 
trick the suggestio n has been made to 
American firms to pro tect their trade 
mark with additio nal Chinese charac­ 
ters. As so o n as the nativ es learn the i 
difference between the real and the j 
spurio us and disco v er the adv antage o f I 
the American article they prefer to 
pay the higher price. American to bae- j 
co has been an instance o f this, ev en ; 
tho ugh the Japanese go v ernment mo - . 
no po ly supplies cheap to bacco .

W h y t h e G r e e k * A d op t e d T h l * F or m 
I n T h e i r A r c h i t e c t u r e . 
The Greeks o bserv ed that a smo o th 
co lumn melted iu the light aud that its 
lines were v ague and uncertain, writes 
Jean Scho epfer in the Architectural 
Reco rd Magazine. 
In o rder to resto re 
Its definiteness the}’ co nceiv ed the idea 
o f fluting It. 
The sharp ridges o f the 
flutings, catching the light, co ntrasted 
with the dark ho ll<» ws, thus giv ing 
bo dy to the co lumn and emphasizing 
the v ertical o utline o f the edifice, 
whence a do uble adv antage. This dis 
co v ery co uld nev er hav e been made o n 
j 
paper. 
Then, as the abacus o f the capital 
casts a shado w upo n the to p o f the J 
co lumn, the junctio n o f capital and co l­ 
umn beco mes Indistinct. To resto re the 
necessary effect the Greek cuts sev eral 
deep lines at the po int o f junctio n, and 
to emphasize them he paints them in a 
dark to ne. 
Ev en the curv e o f the cir­ 
cular to rus carrying the abacus is so 
designed that the bright light, striking 
upo n the relief, shall fade into a shaded 
half tint to ward the ho llo w. 
Thus, as 
Vio llet le Due tru ly says, the Greek 
preserv es ev en In appearance the fo rms 
which his reaso n tells him to ado pt as 
being the best and mo st enduring.
